level-headed American woman, very 
thorough and practical, and the friends 
of the schools are highly gratified at 
her selection.

Probably Do Not Represent One-third of the Actual 
Number—Thunderstorm But Adds to H umidity and 


the of the People. 


HICAGO, July 29.—[{Exclusive Dis- 

patch.) Blistering heat today 

caused five deaths in this city. 
There were twenty-two serious prostra- 
tions reported to the police, but this 
probably does not represent more than 
one-third the actual number. 

Heavy thunderstorms and rainfall 
tqr two hours in the middle of the day 
did not bring the promised relief. In- 
stead, it seemed to bring on a suffocat- 
ing humidity. 

The heat record for the year was 
broken at 12:45 m., when the mer- 
cury reached the 92-deg. mark. Then 
came the storms, and the temperature 
fell off 16 deg. in almost as many 
minutes.
